GREAT DAMAGE 
DONABY HAIL 


Adams County Visited by Worst 
Hail Storm in Many Veers. Crops 
Ruined. Hundreds st Turkeys and 
Chickens Killed. Other Damage. 


The worst bail storm in a score or 
more years passed aver Adams County 
this m orning from west to east cutting 
a path about a m ile and a half 
wide 
and doing thousands of dollars damage 
to the corn, 
wheat and apple crops 
w hile hundreds of chickens and 
tu r­ 
keys were killed, windows ware brok­ 
en and other damage resulted. 


The storm, during Its visit through 
the western end of the county, was ac­ 
companied by a severe 
wind 
which 
dim inished as it proceeded w hile the 
bail increased in 
Mise and 
xolume 
The large apple orchards of 8hee!y 
Brothers near Cashtown were 
visited 
by the storm 
and 
quantities of the 
fru it knocked from 
the trees w hile 
others were bruised and damaged. 
The storm passed w ithin a half m ile 
of Mummasburg knocked down corn, 
broke down the oats and ruined garden 
truck. 
Near Table 
Rock the atorm 
increased in 
severity 
and scores of 
windows in 
houses 
in th at locality 
were broken. 
The rattle of the hall 
made a terrific noise and the residents 
were greatly 
alarm ed 
The storm 
continued for about 
tw enty m inutes 
passing rapidly over the section. 
EN TIRE FIELDS RU IN ED 


Although the western 
end of the 
county suffered severely, 
by 
far the 
greatest damage 
was done 
in 
the 
vicinity of 
Hunterstown 
end New 


f bester. 
W hole fields of corn were 
cut right off or 
uprooted and this 
morning when the farm ers looked out 
upon their fields saw the stalks lying 
on the ground so torn that they were 
hardly fit for use as fodder. 
Those 
who lived in the direct 
path 
of the 
st inn state that their loss is atwlouiely 
total, that not a dollar eau tie got 
from fields containing many acres ut 
what was on Friday craning the most 
prom ising corn crop Adams County 
has yielded in many years 
W hile the corn lo the l*elt 
of the 
storm was entirely ruined those fields 
on 
the edge 
of the path 
suffered 
very extensively 
W illiam B 
Hell* 
benny, of near 
Hunterstown, reports 
that his forty acres of corn, though 
not Knocked down, were practically 
torn to shreads and yet bis dam age is 
lig h t compared to th at cf bis neigh­ 
bors. 
Mr. M clbenny'e orchard aln) 
escaped the heavy damage done to the 
others in tbs! neighborhood. 
The oats suffered ju st aa severely ae 
the corn,entire fields being practically 
wortbleaa and injured beyond all hope 
of any recovery. 
The damage m o be 
estim ated in the thousands and 
fa r­ 
mers who Friday night counted on 
reaping handsome 
rewards for their 
year’s labor beard it all destroyed in 
tw enty m inutes tim e. 
The 
loss is 
specially severe in view of the short 
wheat and bay yields 


POULTRY KILLED 
Hundreds of turkeys and chickens 
were killed during the storm. 
Roost­ 
ing on trees and fences and any other 
available place, the fowls were com ­ 
pletely a t the 
mercy of the storm 
which swept suddenly over the county 
and scores of turkeys and 
chickens 
were found th is m orning lying dead 
beneath their custom ary roots. Luther 
Yeagy, of near H unterstown, lost his 
entire flock of turkeys. 
M artin Kime 
bad all of hie chickens killed, Frank 
Eicholtx 
lost nineteen turkey! w hile 
Edward K line had sixteen killed by 
the bail. 
In Mr. 
K lin e's house 48 
window 
panes were 
broken. 
John 
Strasbaugb bad AO panes broken in bis 
bouse w hile tw enty"nine werejbroken 
at the borne of Howard Yohe. 
Tbs 
other residents living 
in 
tbs storm 
belt suffered equal losses. 
When reports of the storm first 
be­ 
came general it was feared 
that tbs 
B iglerville and 
Bendersville apple 
belt 
m ight 
have suffered 
heavily 
but tbs storm passed by 
th a t section 
and all tb s orchards in th at vicinity 
escaped. 


LARGE HAIL 
The 
hail 
was unusually 
large. 
F alling the size of good large hickory 
nuts, one bit of the bail was sufficient 
to k ill instantly the chickens and tu r ­ 
keys and many dollars’ worth of choice 
fowls were lost. 
L ightning and th u n ­ 
der also accompanied the storm but 
no dam age is reported from the elec­ 
tricity. 
The storm was followed by a decid­ 
ed drop in tb s tem perature and tbia 
morning the farm ers found 
much of 
the bail unmelted. 
C.JE. W inand. of 
New Cheater,stated that when he went 
out be found sufficient 
bail on bis 
porch to shovel it up in 
half bushel 
baskets. 
Others said th a t w ith little 
trouble they could have got barrels of 
the frozen stuff and even as late as 
noon, nine hours after it had fallen, 
much of it w as not yet melted.

Havana, Cuba, July 22.—All the wa­ 
ter In Hie cofferdam surrounding the 
Maine has been removed, showing the 
wreck embedded iii the mud, from an 
estimated depth of thirty-seven feet 
around the after part of the vessel to 
an Indeterminable depth. 
That portion of tile ship immediafe- 
ty forward of the central superstruc­ 
ture which was demolished, has com­ 
pletely disappeared except for some 
jagged pieces of rusted steel protrud­ 
ing above the slime. 
The engineers intend to begin the 
woik of drawing out the soft mud by 
• ucliou. But as the lowering of the 
mud level proceeds probably they will 
Im* compelled to resort to other meth­ 
ods, such as the slow process of dig­ 
ging and hoisting the material out in 
buckets. 
The bow section, represented by the 
plates and beams of the bottom of the 
whip, now stands upwards of twenty 
feet high. 
All portions of the section 
have been fully Identified, including 
the remains of water tanks, originally 
loc ated on the lowest deck, and ap­ 
parently not affected by the explosion. 
The aft midship section of the berth 
deck, on which were the wardroom 
and the officers’ staterooms, is fully 
ex|*osed. But it is almost entirely filled 
with mud, especially on the port side, 
the removal of which will be slow and 
difficult. 
Hopes are entertained that in this 
section may be found the Iwidy of As­ 
sistant Engineer Merritt, who is be­ 
lieved to have been iii his stateroom 
at the time of the disaster. Some fire- 
-scorched bones were discovered in the 
vicinity of the overturned 
conning 
tower, where the remains of probably 
four bodies were previously found. It 
is believed that these mebres of the 
:tpw, who at the moment of the ex­ 
plosion were sleeping in hammocks 
suspended from the celling of the for­ 
ward berth deck, which was blown up 
and folded back over the central su­ 
perstructure fifty feet aft of its orig- 
ital position
